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Dr. Maccowan’s interasting paper on Chi. 
nese Guilda, published in tha Journal of thu 
China Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, 
and from which wo published sowe extracts 
a Gay or two ago, throws a. flood of hight on 
a subject of very. great impprtance, Dr, 
Macaowan quotes Qousul Giuns’a reiark 
that “ Foreign. merchants regard thew [tho 
guilds] with « certein awount of awe, for 
they are often made to feel keenly onough 
the inflaedce “which thove institutions exert 
over avory branch of trade.” The learned 
autbor liimae!f,- however, bas formed rather 
4 favourable opinion of the guilds, and bays. 
that “when foreign merchants come to une 
deratand these ingtitutions hotter they will 
discover that Lut for them the course of true 
commerce would not run as smoothly as it 
now does.” In the short discussion -whiots 
followed the reading of the paper-at the 
meeting of the Society Mr, Kineswruy 
pointed out that giilds bad sprang up owing 
Ttorthe’ absence.of a civil code in China, and 
that itiwae the aame in Europe from the 
1th tv the 1th centary, when, Tiere was 
eriwinal jurisprivdence but no civil law, 
The game idea waa—worked out more fully 
by the Rev. E. Faner, who anid :—“ The 
* reason why the Chinese succeed so’ welt 
with their guilda and other’ nasogiu{ions, 
when Europoane often fail with theirs, ix on4 
decount of the peculiar nature of the Jaw in 
Chine. Individuals can esily find redreas| 
in thé courte of law in Europe, bat in Obins’ 
thisis not ‘ths case, the individual not being 


‘justico was on tho.side of the foreigner while 


districts of the sane prefecturs. This in- 
definita:,atd'of Chinese anatom is s'aource of , 
wnuchiinaeyance tothe uninitiated foreigner.” 
IB’ the present alate of the tuw,in Ohina 
guilds undoubtedly serve a useful purpose, 
bat to foreigners they must necessarily ba 
in many respecte objectionable, ‘Take the 
following rule of the Shanghai Tea Guild ar 
an, orample:- Pending litigation with a 
forsign firm, mombera of tha guild abnll 
transact no, buainess with tho derelict hause ; 
intorcoursa ja not to be resumed until the 
case is adjudicated, Should ang member se-| 
eratly violate thia role, sad it comes to the: 
-Knowledge of the guild, the offonder shall 
bo condignly punished.” Tt cannot ba ex- 
pected that: foreignera will) regard with 
favour institutions which deliberately frume 
rules for boycotting them in ‘certain contin- 
gencies, The guilds, however, aro an exist- 
ing fact, ond .no ampunt of protest on the 
part of foreigners ‘will @o much to- 
wards diroctly leavening their power, The 
eitension of foreign intercourse and the 
growth of modern idexs may loud'in course 
of time to the transfer of.the judicial func- 
tions exercised. by the guilds, to ragularty 
constituted trituiinls Adiinistering civil law 
necording to- a code’ analogona to those 
in forco in Europo and America; but to 


hthe. present generation of . merchants the 


guilds ore a'force.in China whicli cannot be 
diaregarded, It would bo easy to point out 
wany respects in which their action, from a 
Buropean point of view, muat be considered 
mischievous, but ‘on tbe other hand they 
have some advantages whicl: are perhaps 
not xo fully recognised or availed of by 
foreignors ug thoy might bo. . For instance, 
De. Macaowayn says: —" Very recently amer- 
chant found in a certain transaction that a 
broker with whom he was conducting busi- 
ness bad the whip-hand, In the dispute, 


technically the autiva enjoved an'advantage. 
It was open: to the merchant to bring tho 
cage before the Mixed Contt—a course that 
would hare been aimply ridiculous—but he 
proposed to submit the erse for arbitratioa 
to the guild to whigb’ the ‘broker belonged. 
To avert the drastic proceedings whieh t 

proposition would entail, the broker instant- 
ly came to terms.” We know of another 
foreigner who secured: protection for his 
trado marke within @ certain area by res 
ference bo-e-gutld;—Dr-Maccowar-aasures} 
va thut the guild tribunals are “courts io 
which equity and consmon sense ‘are usually 
in.tho ascendant.” This being 60, it would

: THEY JURY’ LAW. : 

Tho Actina ATTORNEY-GENEEAL—I move, 
sir, tha sscond reading of a bill entitled “An 
‘Ordinance to amend and consolidate the Law re- 
lating to Juror.” This is o Bill which has boon 
drawn up by the Law Revision Commission; and 
I think thore is not very much that is new in it. 
Still, it ig. am Ordinance which received very 
grent eonsideration from the Commission and 
which took usa great deal of time, and I thiak the 
wording and doteils of the Ordinance hava beon 
very muoh improvod. It repoalnin full Ordinances

DEPOT AT KENNEDY TOWN.
